Serbs pay homage to slain premier 


Belgrade, (EFE).- Hundreds 
of capital residents waited silently 
Thursday outside the main 
Serbian government building to 
sign a book of condolences and 
pay homage to assassinated Prime 
Minister Zoran Djindjic. 

Djindjic died Wednesday 
shortly after being shot outside the 
building. which is located in 
downtown Belgrade. 

The book of condolences was 
opened Thursday at midday and 
has been signed by representatives 
of the diplomatic corps, the Or- 
ganization for Security and Coo- 
peration in Europe and other in- 
ternational organizations and the 


country’s religious Communities. 

Also lining up to sign were 
numerous prominent national fig- 
ures ‘and ordinary citizens. 

Many Serbs began paying 
tribute to their fallen leader 
Wednesday outside the main gov- 
ernment building, placing flowers 
and lighting candles near the spot 
where Djindjic was killed, as well 
as outside the headquarters of the 
Democratic Party he headed. 

Messages such as “Serbia was 
shot today” and “Why have you 
left us, in whose hands have you 
left us?” have been written near 
the government building.

We were playing pool at our 


youth center when someone threw 
me in the bathroom with Shorty. 
He tried to kiss me. I sunk my 


nails into his fat lips and twisted 
them into a fleshy curl about the 
time the kids unlocked the door. 

They all laughed at me, just 
like when Floyd spread a lie that 
he had “gotten to me.” when all 
we did was talk. But from then on, 
guys kept claiming that they had 
“done” me. Meanwhile, some 
“good girls” I knew used abortion 


as birth control and got hickeys 
on their stomachs when I wouldn't 
let a guy past my neck. 

We had fund-raisers in my 
barrio to open that Chicano com- 
munity center among our homes. 
Having a space of our own kept 
the youth out of trouble. But the 
Chicano movement didn't yet 


have answers for a tall, lanky girl 
nicknamed “Wanga” (loose). It 
was always supposed to be our 
shame, not theirs. But shameful 
were the guys who named a girl 
after a lake because they said they 
all had laid her there. A gang rape 
perhaps? Whatever ... she wanted 
it. 

I tried different strategies to 
cope with the lies. Like walking 
proud down the hall as the guys 
held up the walls in their teenage 
fog. And when a guy tried to grab 
me ata party, I made a loud, curs- 
ing scene. Of course, I was the one 
asked to leave. I was not afraid to 
hit the guy for his dirty moves, but 
I had no idea how to confront a 
whole barrio. I was one girl 
against my community's deep ten- 
dency to judge and gossip (and to 
judge females, in particular). 

To stand in judgment, they 
must have been taught erroneous 
views, passing incorrect beliefs 
from one generation to the next. 
Maybe they got their ideas from 
men like this recent reader who 
commented on my earlier writ- 
ings: “Sometimes I think P. 
Gonzales is glad that she was 
raped as it has helped tremen- 
dously in her career and in ad- 
vancing her despicable views. ... 


Is Gonzales the brain behind this 
while Mr. Rodriguez stands in the 
background to lend credence to her 
femi-Nazi agenda?” 

I was raised with parental trust, 
with more liberties and later cur- 
fews than most girls. But a girl 
couldn't have freedom of move- 
ment. Just walking around the 
neighborhood got us branded. 
Freedom of expression, like speak- 
ing my mind and my flowering in- 
dependent spirit, was also ques- 
tioned. 

I did date nice guys who re- 
spected me, and some even pro- 
posed, though I said no ‘cause I 
was going to college to "show 
them” all. I would prove the power 
of my life, triumph over small 
minds. 

I didn’t know what “patriar- 
chy” was until I started thinking 
of those guys who held up the 
walls, spreading poison about girls 
who were supposed to be good, 
while boys who were “bad” were 
considered good enough. 

It's the same old stuck record 
today. Teen theater groups, such as 
Grupo Animo in San Antonio, have 
written plays about the topic, and 
the “George Lopez” show recently 
did an episode on the lies boys tell. 
At youth conferences, women tell 
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boys how they ascribe roles of 
good and bad to girls: “If you are 
‘down’ with la raza, then don’t 
destroy a girl's reputation.” 

Today, girls take more sexual 
liberties, though I wouldn't call that 
real freedom. My woman's libera- 
tion was to value my life even 
when others didn’t. 

I graduated a virgin and with 
my self-respect. So did a lot of 
friends who were not virgins. Girls 
need to decide for themselves the 
meaning of honor. 

One night, I must have felt 
there were no words I could say to 
make these guys respect me. All I 
could do was know inside of me 
who I was. 

I was in the car with Ralphie, 
Diana and Mary. Ralphie started 
putting me down, saying that I 
would never be a good girl like his 
girl. He kicked me out of his car at 
a store parking lot. Mary came 
with me, crying. I don't think I 
cried. I wanted to shout at him as | 
had wanted to so many times, “But 
I'm a good girl!” 

That store and those days are 
closed. Roberto and I left some 
flowers there for all the Chicanitas 
and all those in girl land the world 
over — so that good girls don't 
cry.

| y que traerá graves consecuencias 
len algunos países. 

El Niño es —en pocas pala- 
| bras— la aparición de corrientes 
oceánicas cálidas en el Pacífico y 


| la consecuente alteración del 
| sistema atmosférico mundial. Su 
| centro de origen es el Océano Pa- 
cifico Ecuatorial, y normalmente 
se presenta entre los meses de 
diciembre y marzo. 

Desde hace ya varios siglos se 
conocia la existencia de El Nino, 
nombre con el cual se bautizó este 
fenómeno, debido a su aparición 
cerca de la Navidad. 

Según el Centro de Inves- 


tigación Científica y de Educación 
Superior de Ensenada, este fenó- 
meno “se inicia en el Océano Pa- 
cífico Tropical, cerca de Australia 
e Indonesia, y con él se altera la 
presión atmosférica en zonas muy 
distantes entre sí, se producen cam- 
bios en la dirección y en la ve- 
locidad de los vientos y se des- 
plazan las zonas de lluvia en la 
región tropical”. 

La Agencia de los Océanos y 
la Atmósfera de los Estados 
Unidos, NOAA, por sus siglas en 
inglés, anunció que el fenómeno 
meteorológico El Niño, el cual 
presenta este año una intensidad 
moderada, producirá hasta el mes 
de mayo, sequías e inundaciones 
en todo el mundo. 

El Niño aumentará las lluvias 
en el sureste de Suramérica —Uru- 
guay, noroeste de Argentina y sur 
de Brasil— y la costa de Ecuador 
y el norte de Perú, y las reducirá 


en el norte de Sudamérica y noreste 
de Brasil, según el último informe 
de ese organismo. 

En Norteamérica, una co- 
rriente de aire húmedo llevará 
tormentas al sur de Estados Uni- 
dos, de California a Carolina del 
Norte. Las precipitaciones se re- 
ducirán en el norte de las Mon- 
tañas Rocosas —Montana y norte 
de Idaho y Wyoming— y el Medio 
Oeste —desde el este de Iowa 
hasta Kentucky—. 

Las tormentas de nieve en 
algunos estados, así como las 
oleadas de frío, son otras de las 
travesuras del fenómeno. 

Del otro lado, el Sistema de 
Protección Civil de México anun- 
ció también que incendios fo- 
restales podrían ocurrir este año en 
ese país a causa del fenómeno 
climático. 

El fenómeno ya ha alcanzado 
su punto de madurez, y continuará 


presente hasta el final de la pri- 
mavera, según las predicciones del 
Servicio Nacional del Clima*Se- 
gún este centro, las temperaturas 
superficiales del agua en el Océano 
Pacífico Ecuatorial, se mantu- 
vieron un grado centígrado por 
encima de la temperatura normal 
durante el mes de diciembre. 

Durante el mes de marzo, las 
predicciones climáticas advierten 
que El Niño continuará ocasio- 
nando la presencia de condiciones 
más secas de lo normal cerca al 
valle del Ohio y el norte de las 
Rocosas.Durante los últimos cua- 
renta años, nueve “Niños” han 
afectado el planeta. En la mayoría 
de ellos la temperatura del agua no 
sólo se elevó en la costa, sino tam- 
bién en el interior del continente.

What is going through the 
mind of Saddam Hussein as he 
waits for the American avalanche 
to bury him? Not exile. In this end 
game, Saddam is trying to come 
up with a way to enshrine himself 
as an Arab hero. 

Like any doomed man, 
Hussein is probably wondering 
where it all went wrong. He may 
even be entertaining fantasies of a 
miraculous, last-minute reprieve. 
But no one who has spent 35 years 
at the center of power in a country 
where the losers usually die can 
have many illusions. Saddam 
knows that he and his sons will al- 
most certainly be dead by April. 

_ Being an Arab hero was al- 
ways important to the boy who

grew up on tales of Saladin defeat- 
ing the Crusaders, and who 
dreamed of emulating the great 
pan-Arab leader of the 1950s and 
“60s, Egypt’s Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

Iraq was definitely the wrong 
place to be born if Arab unity was 
your dream, for three-quarters of 
its people are Kurds or Shia Arabs, 
who don’t give a damn for pan- 
Arab nationalism. But among 
Saddam's own Sunni Arab people, 
it is the dream. 

That is why Saddam has al- 
ways been Israel’s most vocal en- 
emy among Arab leaders: hostil- 
ity to Israel is the one thing that 
might unite Arabs under his lead- 
ership. His nuclear weapons pro- 
gram, when he still had one, was 
always about breaking Israel’s 
nuclear monopoly. A few nuclear 
weapons would not give him the 
ability to attack Israel, which has 
hundreds of the things, but it would 
constitute an Arab deterrent to Is- 
raeli first use of nuclear weapons 
— and catapult him into a position 
of pan-Arab leadership. 

But those dreams are gone 
now 


erful Iraq whose people are healthy 


So is his dream of a rich, pow- 


and well educated. Remnants of it 
remain, like a 97 percent literacy 
rate and a higher status for women 
than in almost any other Arab 
country, but the generous welfare 
state that Saddam built with the 
help of abundant oil revenues be- 
tween 1968 and 1979 has long 
since been swept away by his post- 
1980 blunders. Iraq today is just 
another impoverished Arab police 
state like Egypt or Syria or Alge- 
ria, except even more brutal. 

Does Saddam understand that 
his own savage methods made this 
outcome inevitable? Probably not, 
for his real role model, Stalin, got 
away with it. (Visitors report that 
his personal quarters are furnished 
with numerous Arabic-language 
translations of biographies of 
Stalin.) Like Stalin, he has killed 
anyone who challenged his power, 
sweeping away most of his genu- 
ine enemies along with all the 
harmless victims. 

The real difference between 
the two men is that Stalin knew the 
international rules: You can do 
what you like to your own people, 
but never attack your neighbors 
without some legal cover, and 
never attack anyone stronger than 


martyrdom 


you. Saddam, a poorly educated 
man with little knowledge of the 
world beyond Iraq, broke the rules 
twice by attacking Iran and Ku- 
wait. 

His attack on Iran in 1980, 
though not unprovoked (Ayatollah 
Khomeini tore up the 1975 treaty 
defining the border and urged 
Iraq’s Shias to revolt), was an act 
of folly that he only narrowly sur- 
vived — thanks to lavish U.S. aid. 
His 1990 invasion of Kuwait, 
which he mistakenly believed had 
been cleared by his American ally, 
turned Washington into his enemy, 
destroyed his army, and led to the 
U.N.-imposed sanctions that have 
kept him on the ropes for the past 
11 years. Everything he built is 
wrecked, Iraq’s power has never 
been less — and now the U.S. gov- 
ernment is going to kill him. 

Saddam must hate the irony 
that Washington has decided to 
destroy him because it can’t deci- 
sively get at al Qaeda, who would 
just as soon have Saddam dead, 
too. He must know that those same 
radical Islamists will probably be 
the main beneficiaries of the chaos 
that follows. But as a man who is

disk from the air. It’s a Frisbee! 
Frisbees flying through the air are 
fun to catch and watch. One 
young Frisbee fan, Pete Rossoni, 
watched them fly and dreamed of 
spacecraft flying past planets and 
stars. 

Pete took those dreams and 
his Frisbee with him to college. 
At college he studied to become 
an engineer. Pete wanted to de- 
sign cars, airplanes and space- 
craft. After finishing school, Pete 
got a job at NASA. “Sometimes 
your dreams do come true,” he 
says. 

At NASA, Pete is working on 
launching satellites like he used 
to throw Frisbees. These satellites 
are small, about the size of a birth- 
day cake. “This wouldn't work 
with big satellites or heavy space- 
ships like the shuttle,” he says. 

Pete has a special name for 
these cake-sized satellites. “Na- 
no” means tiny, so he calls them 
“nanosatellites” or “nanosats” for 
short. 

Nanosats are a new idea. Usu- 
ally satellites are big and they cost 
a lot of money. Sometimes scien- 
tists have to save their money for 
a long time before they can send 
a satellite into orbit. Nanosats are 
much cheaper. Because they are 
so small, one rocket can carry 
many of them into space. Nano-

sats ride piggy-back on the rocket. 
When they reach space, they are 
flung from the rocket’s back. 
This is where Frisbee meets 
science. Pete has invented a gad- 
get that can fling a nanosat off a 
rocket's back. “It’s a lot like 
throwing a Frisbee,” explains 
Pete. “You need to spin the satel- 
lite and release it cleanly—all in 
about a tenth of a second.” 
NASA hopes to launch the 
first nanosats into Earth orbit in 
2004. This mission is called Space 
Technology 5. Three nanosats 
will ride to space on the back of a 
rocket, and Pete's invention will 
throw them off. The nanosats will 
gather data for scientists. They 
will study Earth’s magnetic field, 
which wraps around our planet 
like a protective bubble. But this

Their main mission is to an- 
swer some questions: Can nano- 
sats fly in formation? Will their 
tiny computers (nano-computers!) 
work? Is Frisbee tossing as much 
fun in space? NASA plans to find 
out.

Washington, D.C. (EFE).- A

“Los latinos históricamente 
hemos estado ampliamente repre- 
sentados en las filas del ejército y 
entre los muertos en batalla por 
defender a este país, y es abismal 
que no estemos representados 
entre los empleados del Gobierno 
que toman importantes decisio- 
nes”, manifestó el presidente de 
LULAC, Héctor Flores. 

LULAC señala que mientras 
que los latinos representan el 13 
por ciento de la población, sólo 
son el 6,7 por ciento de los em- 
pleados federales (según datos de 
2001), y que los pocos esfuerzos 
que se han hecho para reclutar 
más hispanos, no han dado re- 
sultados.

Hondureños y salvadoreños 
pretenden nueva prórroga del TPS 


Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
Más de 380,000 refugiados de 
Honduras y El Salvador en 
EE.UU. han iniciado gestiones 
para obtener una nueva prórroga 
del Estatuto de Protección Tem- 
poral (TPS), informaron esta se- 
mana organizaciones que les 
apoyan. 

El problema radica en que, 
con la absorción del desaparecido 
Servicio de Inmigración (INS) 
por parte del Departamento de 
Seguridad Nacional, los grupos 
interesados todavía no tienen 
claro ante quién deberán presentar 
la petición oficial de prórroga del 
TES. 

En el caso de los más de 
100,000 refugiados hondureños la 
tercera prórroga de su protección 
temporal caducará el 5 de mayo 
próximo. 

La Casa Blanca concedió el 
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TPS a estas personas en 1999 por 
un período inicial de 18 meses, un 
beneficio que ha prorrogado en 
tres Ocasiones, cada una por un 
año por un año. 

Las prórrogas se han dado, 
teniendo en cuenta la devastación 
causada en Honduras y otros 
países centroamericanos por el 
huracán “Mitch”, a finales de 
1998. 

El Gobierno de EE.UU. otor- 
gó a 281,00 salvadoreños esta 
misma protección migratoria por 
un período de 18 meses en 2001 
—el cual prorrogó por un año en 
septiembre de 2002—, como 
consecuencia de los terremotos de 
enero y febrero de hace dos años 
en El Salvsador.

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Youth seek answers to peace 


Schiraga, whose position at River 
Glen is funded by the parents’ 
association fund, which also pays 
for instructional positions in music 
and technology. “When you are 
faced with such horrifying events; 
it affects everyone and particularly 
children. How can they express 
what they are feeling?” she adds. 
In addition to the individual 
component images created by each 
child for the mural, they had an 
opportunity to express thoughts 
about peace and the opposite of 
peace as part of a social studies 
unit. They were asked by teachers 
Vicki Capestany and Johana 
Cuervo to write about ways they 
could maintain harmony in their 
own environment. Students were 
asked about their feelings and to 
answer the question: “How do you 
think you can promote peace in 
your family, 
community?” 


school or 
Capestany and 
Cuervo went over the text for 
correctness before adding it to the 
mural. 

The mural used a linoleum 
block printing method which took 
weeks to finalize. Children began 
by designing a symbol or image 
that represented peace to them. It 
was drawn on paper then trans- 
ferred by tracing onto linoleum 
locks. Students learned how to 
carve the linoleum with special 
tools, and then used inks of 
different colors to make prints for 
the mural and for themselves. The 
sophisticated process took several 
steps and the overall mural took 
several weeks to complete. 

Looking at the finished 
project, Schiraga reflected that the 
mural “was very moving when | 
first read it. Some of them 
(students) struggle with getting 
along with others; the same kind 
of things that adults go through; 
and yet for some of them to have 
these kinds of thoughts is very 
moving. It shows me a side of them 
that we don’t always see.” 

Dylan Keese, age 10, has been 
in the bilingual, Spanish 
immersion school since 3rd Grade. 
Her contribution to the mural 
included a green fish designed like 
the yin-yang concept of wholeness. 
The accompanying comment said, 
“Peace is something no warrior 
have.
